An experimenter, 


M. Biuidrimont, has endeavored to pro- 
mote the growth of one or the other set 
of rings by the application of suitable 
manures. The roots were grown on four 
plots i >f land ; one of these was treated 
with water, the rest in order with solu- 
tions (if bicarbonate of ammonia, bicar- 
bonate of potash, and a mixture of these.

Great Captain and associate in arms, 
Grant." Who could of written that1 


July 27 was the date on which Hancock's 
letter to Glover was made public. 
In 


that letter he gavs his hearty approval of 
the " principles." of the Democratic plat- 
form, and among them this one " We 
resrard the reconstruction acts (so called) 
of~Congress, as such, as usurpations, and 
unconstitutional, revolutionarj, and void." 
Forney \v as right. Hancock's " day of 
hope has passed" with that avowal. 


Again, in a letter to the Press from 


Washington, May 30, 1808, of the cere- 
monies on Decoration Day he said • 
" General Garfield, the orator of the

It is not the policy of this country to 


reduce wages to the European standard, 
and at least half the battle against Free 
Trade and in favor of Protection is di- 
rectly the cause of American labor, that 
it may not be forced to compete with the 
poorly paid labor of Europe. It is very 
certain that the mechanical industries of 
this country cannot pay the present prices 
for labor and compete v, ith cheap Euro- 
pean labor in the absence of Protection. 
Free Trade, then, simply means one of 
two things—a reduction of wages to the 
European standard, or a shutting up of 
the great majority of our manufacturing 
industries. The million of workingmen 
now employed in these industries should 
decide which of those alternatives they 
would prefer before they vote for the 
party of Free Trade, for there is nothing 
more sure tlian that the workingmen are 
even more interested in the retention of 
our present system of Protection than 
are their employers.

j Mr. Dalrymple manages his 
farm 
on 


strict business principles, his harvest 
being performed on a forty-day contract 
with each workman at $1,75 per day, he 
boarding them. The harvesters all board 
at large dhung-halls prepared expressly 
for the Dalrymple family. 
Each reaper 


is operated by three horses or mules. 
Theie are 375 of them on these reapers, 
and the click of the sickle is music to the 
farmers' ears. 
When shocked and suffi- 


ciently dried, both wheat and oats aie 
thrashed from the stubble and without 
stacking. The thrashers are operated by 
steam, and, like all other kinds of work, 
this is done with a thorough system. The 
estimated yield by harvesters and pro- 
prietor is about eighteen bushels of wheat 
per acre and ninety of oats. 
The wheat 


product of this one farm foots up 432,000 
bushels—about nine hundred car-loads, 
or forty-five train-loads of twenty cais per 
train. This immense crop will go to the 
seaboard by way of the lakes, through 
Canada and the Erie canal, and is ex- 
pected to net sixty cents per bushel at 
the farm.—Dubuke (Iowa) Times.
